Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report, 
showing  the  present  condition  and  management  and  special  needs  of  the 
charitable  and  penal  institutions  of  the  State  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year,  November  30,  1915.  This  is  accompanied  with  recommendations 
for  their  improvement  and  for  such  new  institutions  and  legislation  as 
appear  to  be  necessary  in  order  to  meet  our  obligations  to  these  unfor- 
tunate classes  and  to  do  social  justice  to  all. 

The  reports  of  the  county  commissioners  and  of  the  boards  of  county 
visitors  give  detailed  information  in  regard  to  the  homes,  jails  and 
camps  as  far  as  this  can  be  obtained  under  the  present  want  of  a  general 
method  of  keeping  statistics  in  the  counties  and  of  the  need  of  paid 
agents  of  the  Board  of  Charities  to  visit  these  institutions  personally 
and  report. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  and  in  reply  to  questionnaires,  a  num- 
ber of  private  charities  have  voluntarily  made  reports  covering  their 
work.  So  far  this  State  has  no  law  requiring  supervision  of  private 
orphanages,  or  other  eleemosynary  institutions  supported  by  private 
benevolence. 

ENLARGEMENT   OF   THE   POWERS   OF   THE   BOARD. 

The  ideal  towards  which  the  Board  has  aspired  is  to  make  it  a  center 
of  charitable  activity  and  that  its  work  shall  include  a  broad  outlook  over 
the  field  of  social  service  endeavor.  It  is  hampered  by  want  of  sufficient 
appropriation,  the  power  to  appoint  additional  clerical  help  and  agents, 
the  Secretary  being  the  only  paid  employee.  The  institutions  and  the 
field  of  charities  and  corrections  have  steadily  grown  in  capacity, 
number  and  scope.  It  is  important  that  this  Board  should  be  equipped 
to  still  further  aid  in  this  natural  growth  of  a  necessary  part  of  a 
great  commonwealth.     We  never  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  prevention 
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of  all  these  ills  is  the  crux  of  the  matter.  Few  of  them  are  not  pre- 
ventable, their  causes  are  known;  still  those  who  have  already  slipped 
into  the  abyss  of  the  "submerged  half"  must  be  cared  for  and  lifted  out 
if  possible  by  a  humane  State.  The  laws  passed  creating  the  Board 
of  Public  Charities  date  back  to  1868  and  have  been  but  slightly 
changed  in  the  interim.  They  were  based  on  the  best  of  the  laws  from 
other  states  at  that  time.  The  decades  since  have  proven  that  an 
advisory  board  is  needed  in  every  state,  a  nonpaid  board  and  nonpar- 
tisan. But  as  time  has  passed  such  boards  have  been  given  other 
duties,  as  with  us,  the  licensing  and  regulation  of  private  hospitals 
for  the  care  of  inebriates,  feebleminded  and  insane.  Virginia,  to  the 
north  of  us,  established  a  board  similar  to  ours  in  1908,  and  South 
Carolina  created  her  board  in  1915.  But  both  of  these  states  include 
the  visitation  of  municipal  and  private  institutions,  the  approval,  of 
plans  for  county  homes,  jails  and  reformatories.  Also  those  boards 
have  the  power  to  investigate  an  institution,  summoning  witnesses 
under  oath  when  the  Governor  of  the  state  directs.  For  such  a  special 
investigation  the  members  are  paid  for  their  time,  but  the  usual  work 
of  the  board  is  done  from  patriotic  motives  only.  They  have  a  suffi- 
cient appropriation  to  employ  the  necessary  office  force  and  agents. 
The  North  Carolina  Board  needs  this  enlargement  of  appropriation 
and  powers,  similar  to 'the  laws  of  Virginia  and  South  Carolina. 

SIMILAR  RECORDS  FOR  COUNTIES. 

It  is  difficult  to  get  similar  information  from  all  counties,  and  some 
form  of  record  book  should  be  prepared  and  furnished  to  them  by  the 
State  at  cost.  Legislation  should  be  passed  requiring  such  records  as 
are  necessary  to  establish  the  facts  in  regard  to  general  conditions  of 
poverty,  crime,  and  defect.  At  present  the  effort  to  secure  statistics 
is  laborious,  and  they  are  indefinite  and  incomplete  at  best. 

RECORDERS    AND    SIMILAR    COURTS    SHOULD    REPORT    TO    THE    ATTORNEY 

GENEKAL. 

The  first  Recorder's  Court  created  in  this  State  was  that  of  Monroe, 
in  1907.  The  number  of  counties  now  having  such  laws  is  36.  Ten 
other  counties  have  township  and  chief  town  or  towns  under  Recorder's 
Courts  or  Police  Justices  with  similar  powers.  By  order  of  the  Board 
the  secretary  sent  copies  of  the  Juvenile  Delinquent  law  and  the  Com- 
mutation for  Good  Behavior  law  to  all  sheriffs,  recorders,  solicitors, 
judges,  etc.  No  available  list  could  be  secured  of  the  Recorders'  Courts 
and  it  was  necessary  to  go  through  the  laws  from  1907  to  date  to  secure 
this  information.  These  courts  do  not  report  to  any  central  board. 
It  is  obvious  that  the  criminal  statistics  are  incomplete  without  these 
figures,  and  there  should  be  legislation  requiring  reports  to  the  Attorney- 
General  as  in  the  case  of  Superior  Courts.

NEW  INSTITUTIONS. 


The  Confederate  Woman's  Home  was  opened  at  Fayetteville  on  No- 
vember 18th,  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  Seven  inmates  had  been 
admitted.  This  building  was  erected  by  the  State  and  has  been  fur- 
nished by  the  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy.  It  is  the  youngest  State 
institution. 

NEW    INSTITUTIONS    NEEDED. 

An  Industrial  School  for  Girls. 

An  industrial  school  for  girls  similar  to  the  one  for  boys  at  Concord 
is  a  crying  need.  The  club  women  of  the  State  have  had  an  opportunity 
in  their  social  service  work  to  see  the  necessity  for  some  place  to  which 
girls  may  be  legally  committed  and  held  for  the  necessary  time  to 
strengthen  their  characters  so  they  may  resist  temptation.  This  should 
be  a  State-supported  institution  as,  indeed,  all  institutions  of  any  kind 
that  receive  financial  aid  from  the  commonwealth  should  be  controlled 
and  financed  by  the  State.  It  is  quite  right  for  private  individuals 
and  societies  to  awaken  an  interest  among  our  citizens  in  the  several 
kinds  of  institutions  needed  and  to  give  of  their  means  for  the  initial 
steps  towards  their  creation,  but  such  institutions  should  be  managed 
and  controlled  entirely  by  directors  appointed  by  State  authority.  In 
that  case  there  is  no  divided  responsibility  and,  as  time  passes  and  other 
ways  of  caring  for  the  unfortunate  classes  develop,  the  State  can  make 
the    necessary    changes    without    friction. 

A  Reformatory  for  Women. 

The  women  prisoners  of  our  State  should  be  cared  for  differently. 
At  present  they  occupy  a  building  within  the  prison  walls  where  the 
men  are  confined.  A  number  of  negro  Avomen  are  kept  in  a  separate 
building  at  the  State  Farm,  but  this  building  is  within  the  stockade 
with  only  a  dividing  fence  between  it  and  the  yard  occupied  by  the 
men.  Those  at  the  Prison  are  directly  under  a  white  matron,  but 
those  at  the  farm  have  no  matron,  but  are  forced  to  appeal  to  men 
for  every  need. 

If  we  had  had  a  reformatory,  a  number  of  these  women  might  have 
been  sent  there  instead  of  to  the  Prison.  While  all  are  not  of  the  class 
usually  committed  to  a  reformatory,  still  such  an  institution  would 
have  saved  some  of  them.  And  there  are  many  women  coming  before 
the  City  Courts  and  the  Superior  Courts  who  should  be  committed  to 
a  reformatory  and  given  one  more  chance  in  life. 

A  Hospital  for  Crippled  Children. 

One  of  North  Carolina's  benevolent  citizens  has  been  working  for  an 
orthopaedic  hospital  for  children.     He  has  interested  many  persons  and 
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organizations  in  the  movement.  We  refer  to  Mr.  K.  B.  Babington, 
of  Gastonia.  Now  that  he  has  agitated  the  need  of  this  hospital  to 
straighten  the  contorted  limbs  of  saddened  and  helpless  children,  to 
make  them  like  other  happy  little  ones,  to  cure  deformities  and  defects 
once  thought  incurable,  it  behooves  the  State  to  accept  the  aid  which 
he  has  rendered  and  to  establish  such  a  hospital  to  be  supported  and 
controlled  by  the  State.  Other  states  have  opened  such  hospitals  in 
the  last  decade.  The  cure  of  such  cases  takes  a  year  or  so,  and  many 
parents  are  unable  to  pay  for  treatment.  Others  who  are  able  do  not 
yet  know  that  the  little  afflicted  ones  may  be  made  whole.  Those  who 
can  should  be  required  to  pay  for  care.  These  hospitals  have  schools 
connected  with  them,  so  they  are  sometimes  called  "hospital  schools," 
the  idea  being  to  save  loss  of  time  from  the  regular  school  course  while 
they  are  under  treatment. 

A  State  Sanitarium  for  Inebriates. 

This  question  has  been  agitated  in  the  press  by  physicians.  A  num- 
ber of  other  states  have  such  institutions.  We  need  a  place  where  the 
drug  habitue  and  confirmed  drunkard  may  be  committed  by  due  process 
of  law  for  treatment  for  the  disease.  The  hospitals  for  the  insane 
are  not  proper  places  for  such  cases,  and  yet  these  unhappy  men  and 
women  need  help  to  overcome  the  habits  which  bind  and  bow  them 
down.  The  strong  owe  this  aid  to  the  weak.  This  sanitarium  should 
be  on  a  farm  convenient  to  all  sections  of  the  State. 

A   Village  for  Epileptics. 

Our  present  care  of  epileptics  is  merely  custodial  and  provides  only 
for  the  most  unfortunate  cases,  those  who  are  already  much  impaired 
mentally.  We  need  an  epileptic  village  where  all  cases  may  be  taken 
and  treated  according  to  the  most  enlightened  ideas  upon  this  subject. 
Neither  the  Hospitals  for  the  Insane  or  the  Caswell  Training  School 
is  the  place  for  them.  They  should  be  received  early  in  life  before 
complete,   or    almost   complete,   mental   deterioration. 

PROPOSED    PENAL    LEGISLATION. 

The  Legislature  of  1915  passed  a  notable  law  for  the  juvenile  delin- 
quent and  youthful  lawbreaker.  The  act  applies  to  "children  eighteen 
years  and  under."  If  well  enforced  it  will  mean  the  saving  of  many 
young  persons.  It  gives  them  a  chance  when  it  gives  them  probation. 
This  probation  should  be  permitted  for  adults,  more  especially  first 
offenders. 

The  recommendations  along  the  line  of  penal  legislation  have  been 
made  in  each  report  for  a  number  of  years.  Copies  of  those  reports 
are  available.     They  cover  the  following  taken  from  the  report  of  1914: 
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1.  The  enactment  of  a  law  embodying  the  indeterminate  sentence 
and  parole. 

2.  That  a  reasonable  portion  of  the  earnings  of  prisoners  be  set 
aside  for  their  dependent  families,  or  for  their  own  rehabilitation  upon 
expiration  of  term  or  when  paroled.  Earnings  not  to  be  taken  away 
because  of  subsequent  bad  conduct  (because  the  money  is  for  the  use 
of  the  indigent  family  of  the  prisoner  or  to  reinstate  him  upon  release). 

3.  An  effective  probation  law  for  juvenile  and  adult  first  offenders. 
(This  law  was  passed  for  juvenile  delinquents.) 

4.  The  formation  of  a  Board  of  Parole  as  a  necessary  part  of  the 
indeterminate  sentence. 

5.  The  abolition  of  stripes. 

6.  The  abolition  of  corporal  punishment. 

7.  That  boys  under  fifteen  shall  not  be  committed  to  chaingangs. 
(The  Delinquent  law  covers  this  in  part.) 

8.  That  instruction  in  reading  and  writing  be  required  for  all 
illiterate  prisoners  of  the  State  Prison.  (This  includes  those  under  the 
Prison  Board.  If  we  have  "moonlight  schools"  all  over  the  State, 
should  not  the  prisoners  also  share  in  the  movement?) 

9.  That  chaplains  be  provided  for  the  Farm  and  Camps  of  the  State 
Prison.  (A  law  was  passed  authorizing  and  requiring  a  chaplain  at 
the  State  Farm,  but  as  yet  he  has  not  been  selected.) 

10.  That  a  State  reformatory  for  women  be  established. 

11.  That  proper  housing  facilities  be  provided  at  the  State  Farm. 
(This  is  an  urgent  need  but  so  far  has  not  been  done.) 

12.  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State  Prison  be  appointed 
in  like  manner  as  the  board  of  the  several  charitable  and  educational 
institutions ;  that  is,  the  terms  be  six  years  and  alternating,  permitting 
the  steady  development  of  the  prison. 

IB.  Better  classification  of  prisoners. 

14.  Double  the  capacity  of  the  Jackson  Training  School  and  provide 
that  parents  shall  pay  the  expenses  of  their  delinquent  boys  when  they 
are  able  to  do  so.  (Another  cottage  will  soon  be  erected  by  State 
appropriation,  and  other  improvements.     Still,  more  room  is  needed.) 

15.  That  the  State  assume  her  duty  and  responsibility  to  all  her 
prisoners   and  exercise  executive   control   over  chaingangs   and  jails. 

16.  And  that  the  true  end  in  view,  the  reformation  of  the  prisoner* 
and  his  return  to  the  community  as  an  economic  unit,  may  be  systemati- 
cally carried  out,  it  is  recommended  that  a  permanent  State  Prison 
Commission  be  created  to  manage  and  control  the  entire  prison  sys- 
tem of  the  State.  This  includes  the  State's  Prison,  Farm,  jails,  camps 
and  city  lockups. 

To  the  above  we  would  add  other  recommendations  as  follows : 

17.  That  prisoners  discharged  from  county  chaingangs*  or  camps 
must  receive  a  reasonable  money  commutation  for  good  behavior  as 
well  as  a  time  commutation  as  at  present. 
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18.  An  industrial  school  for  delinquent  girls. 

19.  That  the  women  at  the  State  Farm  be  removed  to  a  building 
outside  of  the  men's  stockade  and  a  matron  be  placed  over  them. 

FOR  NEW  ADMISSIONS  TO  ALL  INSTITUTIONS. 

We  recommend  a  thorough  physical  examination  for  all  new  admis- 
sions, especially  at  children's  institutions. 

IMPROVEMENTS    NEEDED    FOR    EXISTING    INSTITUTIONS. 

In  addition  to  the  five  institutions  which  this  State  should  establish 
in  the  near  future  as  funds  become  available,  namely  the  industrial 
school  for  girls ;  the  reformatory  for  women ;  a  hospital  for  crippled 
children ;  a  sanitarium  for  inebriates,  and  a  village  for  epileptics,  and  we 
must  also  remember  the  needs  of  the  colored  race  when  establishing 
institutions.  There  are  improvements  and  enlargements  necessary  at 
the  present  institutions  as  follows : 

HOSPITAL    AT    MORGANTON. 

The  hospital  needs  increased  capacity  and  more  money  for  subsist- 
ence. The  per  capita  cost  this  year  was  $162.33.  This  per  capita  is 
not  sufficient  to  provide  those  things  which  such  institutions  are  now 
adding  for  the  re-education  and  special  treatment  of  patients.  The 
same  may  be  said  of  the  per  capita  of  most  of  the  institutions.  While 
the  inmates  are  given  good  care  and  the  necessities  of  life,  as  a  rule, 
the  best  results  must  come  from  specialized  treatment,  and  just  a  little 
higher  per  capita  would  provide  for  this.  For  instance,  the  Morganton 
Hospital  and  the  Raleigh  Hospital  are  asking  for  industrial  buildings 
where  arts  and  crafts  and  other  work  that  is  both  useful  and  enter- 
taining may  be  done,  in  this  way  stimulating  the  dulled  minds  to  re- 
newed effort.     It  is  for  the  therapeutic  value  that  this  is  desired. 

A  fine  water  supply  has  been  added  during  the  last  year  at  the 
Morganton  Hospital. 

HOSPITAL    AT    RALEIGH. 

The  needs  of  this  institution  are  a  new  kitchen,  an  amusement  hall, 
a  nurses'  home  and  an  industrial  building,  provision  for  hydrotherapy 
in  the  receiving  building.  An  improvement  to  be  commended  has  been 
the  addition  of  a  dental  chair,  and  patients  have  been  regularly  treated, 
this  makes  for  the  improvement  of  their  general  health  and  comfort. 

HOSPITAL  AT   GOLDSBORO. 

Increased  room  for  women  is  a  necessity.  And  there  should  be 
funds  for  satisfactory  amusements  for  them.  The  superintendent  re- 
ports 163   cases  of  pellagra  during  the  year;  42  were  present  at  the 
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beginning  of  the  year;  69  had  the  disease  when  admitted,  and  52  de- 
veloped it  in  the  institution.  Of  these  cases  51  died,  15  are  arrested 
cases,  and  97  are  now  present.  These  pellagrins,  as  a  matter  of  pre- 
caution, have  been  separated  from  other  patients.  The  Board  believes 
that  there  should  be  special  attention  paid  to  the  increase  of  pellagra 
among  the  negroes,  and  has  asked  Dr.  W.  S.  Bankin,  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  to  consult  with  Dr.  W.  W.  Faison  in  regard  to  it. 

DANGEROUS   INSANE   DEPARTMENT. 

No  changes  have  been  made  at  this  Department.  It  is  not  an  ideal 
way  of  caring  for  these  unfortunates.  The  State  should  provide  quar- 
ters outside  of  prison  walls  for  them. 

THE   EPILEPTIC   COLONY. 

The  colony  for  the  whites  is  located  at  the  Raleigh  Hospital  and 
the  colored  epileptics  are  cared  for  at  the  Goldsboro  Hospital.  Only 
those  who  are  much  impaired  mentally  are  received.  More  room  is 
needed  at  the  Raleigh  colony,  but  the  Board  thinks  that  there  should 
be  an  epileptic  village  as  previously  recommended. 

INSANE    IN    COUNTY    HOMES. 

Ml  insane  in  county  homes  who  are  confined  should  be  removed  to 
the  hospitals.  It  would  be  best  to  remove  every  insane  person  from  the 
homes  if  this  could  be  done;  county  care  is  not  adequate  for  this  class. 

THE   SCHOOL   FOR   THE   BLIND. 

The  school  has  been  overcrowded,  especially  in  the  white  department. 
The  new  site  recently  purchased  by  the  State  should  be  occupied  as  soon 
as  funds  are  available.  This  would  give  more  room  and  an  opportunity 
of  change  of  system  more  in  accordance  with  modern  ideas.  Play- 
grounds and  school  appliances  should  be  included. 

Some  states  have  a  summer  course  at  their  schools  for  the  adult 
blind.  We  might  well  follow  their  example ;  it  would  accord  with  the 
work  of  the  "moonlight  schools." 

THE    SCHOOL    FOR   THE   DEAF. 

The  needs  are  an  infirmary  and  an  increased  fund  for  specialists. 
The  last  Legislature  appropriated  $500  per  year  for  the  examination 
and  treatment  of  eyes,  ears,  throat  and  nose  of  each  pupil.  This  has 
been  found  very  useful.  A  number  of  cases  have  been  taken  to  Dr. 
Briggs,  of  Asheville.  Some  children  who  have  suffered  with  chronic 
pain  in  the  ears  have  been  relieved,  cases  of  crossed  eyes  have  been 
operated   upon.      The   military    feature  has    done   much   for  the   boys. 
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The  able  principal  of  the  Educational  Building,  Miss  Peck,  has  intro- 
duced rhythm  and  tone  work.  This,  the  superintendent  says,  "is  valu- 
able for  cultivating  continuity  of  speech  as  well  as  giving  practice  in 
vocal  utterance  and  vocal  gymnastics."  It  was  an  unusual  and  interest- 
ing sight  to  see  twenty  deaf  boys  and  girls  marching  and  singing 
"Tipperary"  and  keeping  perfect  time  with  the  piano. 

STONEWALL   JACKSON    TRAINING   SCHOOL. 

"Out  of  144  applications  during  the  year,  only  21  boys  could  be 
admitted,"  writes  the  superintendent.  An  additional  cottage  authorized 
by  the  Legislature  will  be  erected  during  the  year.  But  more  room 
still  is  needed;  a  dairy  barn,  a  laundry,  a  steel  water  tank  and  pumping 
outfit  for  the  new  deep  well,  a  school  building.  There  should  be  physi- 
cal examinations  and  mental  tests  of  all  new  boys.  And  there  should 
be  a  parole  officer.  This  school  deserves  and  needs  development  by 
increasing  the  plant  to  make  it  adequate  to  the  pressing  need  for 
room  for  a  class  that  cannot  wait,  but  must  go  under  and  be  lost  if  the 
saving  hand  is  not  quickly  extended. 

THE    CASWELL    TRAINING   SCHOOL. 

This  institution  is  developing  along  the  lines  expected  and  is  showing 
our  people  the  need  of  caring  for  a  class  for  whom  we  have  failed  to 
make  provision  as  we  should  have  done.  This  is  one  of  the  institutions 
which  is  also  of  the  preventive  kind.  Besides  children  it  takes  young 
women  up  to  thirty  who,  if  left  free,  would  be  subject  to  temptations 
which  they  could  not  fight,  they,  too,  being  little  children  in  intellect. 
It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  the  school  shall  be  given  the  means  to 
continue  this  development. 

OXFORD    ORPHANAGE    FOR    WHITE    CHILDREN. 

This  institution,  maintain  by  the  Masons  and  given  an  appropriation 
by  the  State,  continues  its  useful  career.  A  "baby  cottage"  was  built 
during  the  year.  Children  from  one  year  old  up  to  twelve  are  admitted. 
The  superintendent  reports  that  the  needs  are  as  follows :  repairing  and 
remodeling  the  laundry  building  with  new  machinery,  enlarging  the 
printing  office,  a  new  corn  crib,  new  stoves  for  the  cookroom  and  relay- 
ing floor,  repainting  buildings  inside.  He  estimates  that  $4,600  will 
cover  these  changes.  The  State  has  three  directors  on  the  board  and 
several  State  officials  visit  the  institution. 

OXFORD    ORPHANAGE    FOR    THE    COLORED. 

There  are  three  directors  on  the  part  of  the  State  and  one  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Masons,  besides  the  directorate  of  colored  men  repre- 
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senting  the  colored  Baptist  churches.  Its  largest  appropriation  comes 
from  the  State — $6,000  per  year.  It  needs  funds  for  further  develop- 
ment. 

THE   NORTH    CAROLINA   SANATORIUM. 

This  institution  is  under  the  direct  management  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health.  The  improvements  needed  are  the  main  building  as  planned, 
sewage  disposal  plant,  improvements  to  water  supply,  new  dairy  barn, 
X-ray  equipment  and  superintendent's  residence.  Three  hundred  appli- 
cations refused;  of  these  230  for  lack  of  room. 

CONFEDERATE  WOMAN'S   HOME. 

This  institution  was  opened  for  occupants  on  November  18,  1915. 


The  Board  of  Public  Charities  has  visited  the  Soldiers'  Home  a  num- 
ber of  times  and  has  made  repeated  complaints  of  conditions  found  at 
this  institution,  but  with  little  response.  The  State  has  made  a  suffi- 
cient appropriation  to  provide  comfortably  for  the  veterans.  A  change 
of  management  appears  to  be  the  need. 

THE    STATE'S    PRISON. 

The  State's  Prison  has  been  excellently  kept  under  Warden  Sale. 
The  Hospital  wards  for  sick  convicts,  located  on  the  second  and  third 
floors  of  the  Prison,  need  more  modern  equipment,  and  there  should  be 
an  elevator.  The  wards  for  tubercular  patients  are  on  the  third  floor. 
After  a  man  becomes  too  weak  to  climb  these  long  flights  of  steps  he 
must  remain  in  the  hospital  because  he  is  unable  to  get  out  into  the 
fresh  air  and  sunshine.  The  tubercular  should  be  provided  for  in  some 
other  way,  or  an  elevator  be  put  in  at  once  so  they  may  have  the  benefit 
of  the  sun  and  air.  The  sick  are  returned  from  the  Farm  and  camps 
to  the  Prison,  except  in  temporary  illnesses. 

THE   STATE   FARM. 

While  the  farm  itself  and  the  farm  equipment  are  excellent,  the 
quarters  for  the  men  cannot  be  too  heartily  condemned,  as  they  have 
been  repeatedly  so  condemned  by  this  Board.  Nowhere  more  than  at 
the  State  Farm  Camps  does  the  lack  of  uplift  of  the  old  system  of 
treating  prisoners  appear.  An  entire  change  should  be  made,  beginning 
with  proper  buildings  for  their  housing  and  care.  The  prisoners  should 
be  first  and  the  farm  second,  instead  of  vice  versa. 
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county  jails. 

Reports  have  been  received  from  eighty-six  county  jails.  Present  at 
the  time  of  the  report :

Of  these,  98  serving  term,  418  awaiting  trial,  49  this  item  not  given, 
4  sent  in  from  Camp  sick. 

Seven  deaths  in  jail  wTith  causes  as  follows:  One  from  meningitis, 
1  pneumonia ;  1  pellagra ;  1  insane ;  2  heart  failure ;  1  not  stated. 
New  buildings  have  been  completed  in  Alamance,  Cabarrus,  Halifax, 
Mecklenburg,  Randolph,  Wake,  Wilkes  and  Onslow. 

Remodeled,  Pasquotank;  greatly  improved,  Orange;  water  and  sewer- 
age installed  in  those  of  Carteret  and  Montgomery. 

Several  counties  are  preparing  for  improvements  and  in  others  the 
grand  jury  has  recommended  new  buildings. 

COUNTY    HOMES. 

The  following  counties  do  not  maintain  Homes:  Avery,  Clay,  Gra- 
ham, Hoke,  Mitchell,  Onslow  and  Polk.  The  homes  in  Bladen,  Dare, 
Jones,  Harnett  and  Pender  are  not  used.  Currituck  has  built  a  home 
which  will  soon  be  ready  for  occupancy.  Wake  has  opened  a  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollar  building.  Wilkes  has  erected  a  new  home.  Moore 
has  built  brick  dormitories  and  a  new  superintendent's  residence.  The 
Richmond  county  home  has  been  improved.  Edgecombe  and  Henderson 
have  installed  waterworks.  As  in  the  case  of  the  jails  a  number  of 
counties  have  new  homes  under  consideration. 

Reports  of  seventy-seven  county  homes  have  been  received.  Eleven 
counties  do  not  maintain  homes  as  stated  above.  Number  of  inmates 
present  at  the  time  of  report  was  as  follows : 

White  persons,  897 ;  colored,  543 ;  total,  1,306.  Cost  of  caring  for 
them  during  the  year,  $116,073.91,  in  addition  to  the  use  of  farm  prod- 
ucts. Several  of  the  homes  have  been  self-sustaining,  living  upon  the 
proceeds  of  their  farms. 

Outdoor  relief  in  77  counties  was  given  to  3,973  persons  at  a  cost  of 
$104,768.73.  Grand  total  of  county  relief  to  the  poor,  $220,842.64; 
5,308  individuals.  These  figures  show  a  decided  increase  in  the  number 
receiving  outdoor  relief  and  in  the  amount  expended  by  the  counties 
in  outdoor  relief.  The  acreage  for  the  seventy-seven  counties  was  13,233 ; 
in  cultivation,  3,676.     Allowing  for  grazing  land,  it  seems  that  more 
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land  should  be  under  cultivation,  and  more  of  the  county  homes  self- 
supporting. 

The  classes  of  persons  in  the  homes  are  very  feeble  as  a  rule,  both 
mentally  and  physically.  See  the  tables  at  the  end  of  report  for 
statistics. 

COUNTY    CAMPS. 

Forty-three  counties  and  two  of  the  four  camps  of  Nash  have  reported, 
two  Nash  camps  have  not  reported,  nor  the  camp  of  the  town  of  Greens- 
boro. 

Total  number  of  prisoners  in  the  forty-three  counties  and  two  of 
Nash's  camps,  255  white  men,  1,590  colored;  total,  1,845;  employees  210, 
prisoners  died,  12. 

REPORTS    OF    COUNTY    INSTITUTIONS.       WHY    THEY   ARE    INCOMPLETE. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  several  boards  of  county  commissioners  to  send 
to  the  Board  of  Charities  "on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  November 
such  information  in  regard  to  the  number  and  condition  of  the  inmates 
of  their  poorhouse  and  prison,  together  with  the  outside  paupers,  and 
the  deaf,  dumb,  blind,  idiotic  and  insane  of  their  county  not  in  a  hos- 
pital, school,"  etc.,  "and  such  other  information  as  may  be  desirable." 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  send  a  carefully  arranged  circular  indicat- 
ing the  information  desired.  And,  "If  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
any  county  or  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  any  township,  or  any  officer 
or  employee  of  any  charitable  or  penal  institution  of  the  State  shall 
fail,  refuse  or  neglect  to  furnish  any  information  required  by  law  to  be 
furnished  to  the  Board  of  Public  Charities  of  North  Carolina,  when 
they  have  been  provided  with  the  necessary  blank  forms  for  such  re- 
ports, or  shall  fail  upon  request  to  afford  proper  facilities  for  the  exam- 
ination of  any  charitable  or  penal  institution  of  the  State,  they  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor."     So  reads  the  law. 

The  most  arduous  duty  of  the  secretary  is  to  secure  these  reports  from 
the  counties,  and  in  spite  of  many  requests  for  them  there  are,  as  may 
be  seen  from  the  foregoing,  a  number  of  counties  that  have  failed  to 
respond.  If  uniform  records  could  be  kept  in  the  counties  and  the 
several  boards  reply  promptly  to  the  letters  sent  them  enclosing  statisti- 
cal blanks,  we  should  be  able  to  give  the  public  full  and  reliable  data 
in  regard  to  all  the  unfortunate  classes  in  these  county  institutions.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  county  commissioners  will  see  the  good  results 
to  be  secured  and  the  necessity  for  fulfilling  the  law  in  the  matter. 

PRIVATE  LICENSED   HOSPITALS. 

There  are  five  private  licensed  hospitals.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
responsible  duties  of  the  board,  viz.,  "to  license,  regulate  and  visit" 
these  hospitals  for  the  care  of  insane  and  inebriates. 
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private  benevolent  societies  and  agencies. 

These  societies  continue  to  grow  in  usefulness  and  numbers.  The 
North  Carolina  Orphanage  Association  has  brought  prominently  before 
the  people  the  needs  of  orphan  children.  North  Carolina  as  a  State 
does  nothing  for  this  class  further  than  make  appropriations  to  the  two 
orphanages  at  Oxford  (one  for  each  race),  and  the  State  is  represented 
on  the  boards  of  directors  by  three  persons  on  each  directorate.  The 
care  of  the  children  has  been  in  the  hands  of  the  churches  and  fraternal 
orders,  and  they  have  met  the  responsibility  well.  Some  States  have 
found  that  placing  children  in  free  homes  was  the  best  method  of  caring 
and  providing  for  them,  but  the  homes  must  be  proper  ones,  approved 
by  responsible  persons.  After  being  placed  there  is  regular  visitation 
by  officials.  If  the  State  should  undertake  any  of  this  work  it  should 
be  under  State  management  directly.  The  private  orphanage  which 
expressed  itself  as  unwilling  to  receive  aid  from  the  State  is  standing 
for  the  right  principle.  Voluntary  reports  from  twenty-four  orphanages 
and  other  agencies  for  caring  for  children  report  capacity  of  the  institu- 
tions, 2,385;  present  November  30,  1915,  2,099;  total  cared  for  during 
the  year  in  these  institutions,  2,377.  The  Children's  Home  Society 
and  the  Prisoner's  Aid  Society  report  502  under  supervision.  Grand 
total,  2,736  children  now  in  charge  of  these  institutions  and  societies. 

There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  hospitals  for  the 
sick  and  injured,  in  the  number  of  towns  supporting  Associated  Chari- 
ties.    These  do  a  great  work  in  helping  others  to  help  themselves. 

INSPECTIONS. 

Visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  to  the  State  Hospital  at  Mor- 
ganton,  State  Hospital  at  Raleigh,  and  the  Epileptic  Colony,  School  for 
the  White  Deaf  at  Morganton,  Soldiers'  Home,  State's  Prison,  Danger- 
ous Insane  Department,  State  Farm,  the  five  private  licensed  hospitals 
and  Wake's  new  jail.  Goldsboro  Hospital  and  Caswell  Training  School 
were  visited  in  December  of  last  year. 

ATTENDANCE   UPON    MEETINGS    OF   SOCIAL   SERVICE    ORGANIZATIONS. 

The  secretary  attended  the  State  Social  Service  Conference  and  St. 
Mary's  Conference,  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
both  meeting  in  Raleigh. 

OFFICE    WORK. 

The  office  work  includes  the  preparation  of  reports,  both  quarterly  and 
annual ;  extensive  correspondence,  without  as  well  as  within  our  borders ; 
questionnaires  for  reports;  blanks  to  county  institutions;  complaints 
and  special  cases,  personal  visits,  etc. 
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ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

Thanks  are  due  the  members  of  the  county  boards  of  visitors  who 
have  labored  without  price  for  the  welfare  of  the  unfortunates  of  the 
several  counties.  Special  acknowledgments  must  be  made  to  the  many 
organizations  now  assisting  in  the  social  service  work  in  North  Carolina. 
Their  interest  and  help  will  prove  more  and  more  a  tower  of  strength 
in  maintaining  good  conditions  and  in  bringing  about  improvements 
wherever  they  may  be  needed.  Much  defective  mentality,  much  suffer- 
ing of  various  forms,  is  not  the  fault  of  the  individual;  often  he  is  the 
vicarious  sacrifice  for  the  sins  of  his  parents  or  the  victim  of  social 
injustice.  More  and  more  will  these  organizations  aid  in  the  preven- 
tion of  evils  by  requiring  just  and  humane  laws,  justly  administered. 

TO    GOVERNOR   LOCKE    CRAIG. 

The  Board  wishes  to  take  this  means  of  thanking  Governor  Craig  for 
his  splendid  example  to  the  State  in  paroling  all  trusties,  or  honor  men, 
from  the  State  Prison,  county  camps  and  jails  for  three  days  at  Christ- 
mas. It  is  believed  that  the  attention  of  our  citizens  having  been 
focussed  upon  this  important  question,  parole  for  the  men  as  a  part  of 
the  prison  system  will  be  introduced.  We  feel  proud  of  the  fact  that  the 
prisoners  showed  themselves  men  of  their  word  and  returned  so  promptly 
to  the  several  prisons  upon  expiration  of  their  parole. 

The  secretary  thanks  the  members  of  the  board  for  their  kindness  and 
courtesy  to  her  personally.  She  would  express  her  appreciation  of  the 
unselfish  sacrifice  of  time  by  the  members  to  the  unfortunate  of  the 
State,  knowing  that  in  doing  so  she  but  expresses  the  sentiment  of  m the 
people.

Pathological  and  clinical 
work.  One  or  two  members  of  the  staff  have  had  special  training  in  surgery. 
No  provision  made  for  dentist,  opthalmologist  or  specialists  in  other  fields 
than  that  of  alienists.  Special  attention  to  occupation  and  recreation.  Pro- 
vision has  been  made  for  treatment  by  hydrotherapy.  Examination  for  tuber- 
culosis. Pour  tubercular  patients.  Special  wards  provided  for  this  class. 
Forty-four  cases  of  pellagra  during  the  year;  twenty -seven  now  present.  No 
segregation  of  pellagrins.  Thirteen  epileptics.  Thirty-three  patients  from  the 
Eastern  District.  One  hundred  and  eighty-seven  on  probation,  twenty-six 
escaped  and  fourteen  were  returned  to  the  hospital. 

There  were  three  cases  of  suicide,  in  each  case  the  patient  tied  the  sheet 
around  the  neck  and  to  the  head  of  the  bed  and  produced  strangulation  by 
sitting  on  the  floor.  The  coroner  was  notified.  There  is  no  aftercare  or 
social  service  work  in  connection  with  the  hospital.  The  nurses  are  under 
the  training  of  the  physicians  and  head  nurse.  Ninety  per  cent  of  the  cases 
are  chronic. 

Fifty-one  applications  were  refused  admission  during  the  year.  These 
include  drug  cases,  inebriates,  seniles,  etc.,  and  practically  none  of  them 
were  proper  cases  under  the  restrictions  governing  the  institution. 

All  applications  ever  made  for  admission  have  been  filed.  We  tried  women 
attendants  on  the  men's  wards,  but  it  did  not  prove  satisfactory. 

Religious  services  are  held  regularly. 

Fifty  per  cent  or  more  are  occupied.  They  work  on  the  farm,  lawn,  garden, 
carpenter  shop,  shoe  shop,  in  the  wards,  in  the  dining-room,  storehouse,  sewing 
room,  laundry  and  dairy  barn.  Arts  and  crafts  to  a.  limited  extent.  The 
library  has  not  been  increased  materially,  though  it  is  used  extensively.  For 
recreation  they  have  dancing,  moving  pictures,  tennis,  baseball,  bowling, 
billiards,  pool,  cards  and  other  games,  music,  riding,  walking,  etc.

SPECIAL    NEEDS. 

We  need  means  to  erect  cottages  on  the  new  site  purchased  three  years 
ago.  This  would  give  more  room  and  the  change  of  system  more  in  accord- 
ance with  modern  ideas.     Also  playgrounds  and  school  appliances. 

HEALTH,    ETC. 

The  general  health  of  the  children  has  been  good  during  the  present  ses- 
sion. Some  of  the  students  had  chickenpox  last  term.  Our  physicians  make 
regular  physical  examinations  of  every  student  at  both  departments  at  the 
beginning  of  the  session.  Those  possessing  partial  sight  are  examined  by 
specialists,  and  wherever  an  operation  is  thought  wise  this  is  performed  upon 
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written  consent  of  the  child's  parents.  We  are  able  to  return  home  about 
twenty-five  each  year  after  treatment  by  the  specialists.  This  special  care 
encourages  parents  to  consent  to  send  their  children  to  the  school.  The 
compulsory  attendance  law  has  been  enforced  in  some  instances,  but  because 
of  the  crowded  condition  in  other  instances  we  have  refrained.  The  number 
on  file  is  40.  We  have  in  hand  the  names  of  the  parents  of  221  blind  children 
who  have  never  attended  our  school,  and  we  receive  information  regarding 
others  almost  every  week. 

We  have  a  fairly  well  equipped  indoor  gymnasium  and  outside  apparatus 
for  the  white  department.  In  addition,  all  are  required  to  take  long  walks 
once  a  week.    All  games  on  the  playgrounds  are  supervised  by  teachers. 

There  is  no  regular  business  course,  but  a  literary  course.  We  teach  boys 
broom-making,  chair-seating,  piano-tuning  and  repairing,  typewriting;  the 
girls  are  taught  plain  sewing,  dressmaking,  all  branches  of  fancy  work,  type- 
writing, and  housekeeping  as  well  as  our  limited  space  will  allow. 

The  chilren  are  required  to  attend  Sunday  School  and  religious  services  of 
the  denomination  of  their  respective  parents,  besides  memorizing  and  read- 
ing of  Scripture  and  prayer  daily  in  the  school.  The  students  also  conduct  a 
voluntary  prayer  meeting  of  their  own  every  Sunday  afternoon. 

The  library  is  extensively  used.  We  add  about  200  to  the  touch-print 
books  and  about  50  of  ink  print  annually.  The  touch-print  books  are  fur- 
nished by  the  National  Government  without  cost.  Congress  also  provides  for 
the  transmission  of  books  to  and  from  blind  people  without  expense  of  post- 
age or  express. 

Replying  to  question  in  regard  to  a  summer  school  course  at  the  institu- 
tion for  the  adult  blind,  it  is  impossible  to  provide  such  a  course  with  our 
limited  means.  It  would  be  easy  and  not  very  expensive  to  provide  for  a  cot- 
tage for  blind  infants.  I  very  heartily  approve  such  a  plan  and  advocated  it 
before  the  last  General  Assembly.  I  have  the  names  of  parents  of  something 
like  a  dozen  blind  infants. 

At  least  a  dozen  feeble-minded  children  have  applied  for  admission.  I 
have  referred  some  of  these  to  the  superintendent  of  the  Caswell  Training 
School.

SPECIAL   NEEDS. 

An  infirmary  and  increased  funds  for  specialists.  The  annual  appropri- 
ation for  support  is  $67,500,  and  $500  per  year  for  specialists.  Special  appro- 
priation of  $4,500  for  industrial  building.  No  indebtedness.  Per  capita  cost 
per  annum,  $213,  not  including  the  earnings.  Estimated  farm  and  dairy 
products,  $4,250.  We  have  sufficient  room  for  all  applicants.  Forty-seven 
applications  on  file.  The  compulsory  law  has  been  enforced  to  some  extent. 
Some  have  been  refused  because  of  feeble-mindedness,  and  they  have  been 
referred  to  the  Caswell  Training  School.  The  appropriation  for  specialists 
has  been  found  decidedly  useful,  the  work  being  done  by  Dr.  H.  H.  Briggs,  of 
Asheville.  The  fund  is  not  sufficient.  The  teeth  are  cared  for  as  far  as 
means  will  permit.  We  have  very  few  appliances  for  playgrounds.  Swings, 
see-saws  and  joggling  boards.  We  are  highly  pleased  with  the  military 
feature.  It  is  fine  for  discipline  as  well  as  for  its  cultural  value.  Rhythm 
and  tone  work  have  been  added.  This  is  valuable  for  cultivating  continuity 
of  speech  as  well  as  practice  in  vocal  utterance  and  vocal  gymnastics.  The 
children  are  taught  printing,  typesetting  (including  linotype),  woodwork  and 
carpentry,  shoemaking,  farming  and  gardening.  Girls  are  taught  sewing,  etc. 
The  industrial  training  is  preparatory  for  vocational  pursuits. 

For  recreation  and  exercise,  military  drill  and  ordinary  school  games  for 
boys,  walking  in  the  open  and  basketball  for  girls.  There  is  a  school  chap- 
lain who  conducts  services  twice  a  week.  Every  teacher  is  on  duty  for  Sun- 
3 
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day  School  each  Sunday.     Services  conducted  for  the  manual  and  oral  de- 
partments.   Eighty-five  per  cent  are  taught  to  speak. 

The  general  health  has  been  remarkably  good. 

For  fire  protection  we  have  the  best  sprinkler  system  in  the  industrial 
building,  abundant  water  supply  and  pressure  on  hydrant  lines,  with  reason- 
ably good  supply  of  extinguishers  inside.  We  are  purchasing  additional  hose. 
There  is  a  reasonable  amount  of  insurance,  though  not  sufficient.  Our  boys 
and  girls  compare  favorably  with  their  own  hearing  brothers  and  sisters 
under  similar  environment.  We  have  no  absolute  record  of  pupils  after  they 
leave  school,  but  hear  from  them  through  friends  and  general  observation. 
We  have  former  pupils  teaching  as  follows:  1  in  Florida,  2  in  Alabama,  2  in 
Louisiana,  1  in  Tennessee,  1  in  Virginia.    No  students  now  in  higher  colleges.

internal  ear  trouble,  2;  meningitis,  2;  whooping-cough,  2;  adenoids,  2.

A  new  cottage  each  year,  a  dairy  barn,  a  laundry,  a  steel  water  tank  and 
pumping  outfit  for  the  new  deep  well,  a  school  building,  a  teacher  for  the 
primary  department  (this  work  has  been  done  by  one  of  the  boys),  some 
means  of  transportation  to  and  from  Concord. 

HEALTH    EXAMINATIONS,    ETC. 

We  need  more  room.  Out  of  144  applications  received  during  the  year  only 
21  boys  could  be  admitted.  There  are  no  physical  examinations  or  mental 
tests  by  experts.  The  eyes,  ears,  throat,  nose,  and  teeth  are  cared  for  by 
local  physicians  when  the  money  is  furnished  by  the  boys'  parents.  The 
usual  public  school  course  through  the  eighth  grade  is  taught.  Vocational 
training  in  printing,  carpentry,  agriculture,  animal  husbandry,  poultry  rais- 
ing, dairying,  cooking,  masonry,  horticulture,  laundrying,  bookkeeping  and 
stenography.    Average  stay  of  a  boy  is  three  years. 

Sunday  School  is  conducted  every  Sunday  by  the  officers  and  matron.  All 
boys  are  required  to  attend  and  know  their  lessons.  Divine  services  are  held 
in  the  chapel  every  Sunday.  The  boys  are  given  a  military  drill  without  the 
manual  of  arms.    There  is  no  band. 

There  is  no  parole  officer.  The  boy  is  required  to  sign  and  live  up  to  the 
following  agreement: 

Parole  agreement  of 

I,  ,  make  the  following  agreement  with  the  super- 
intendent of  the  Jackson  Training  School: 

That  I  will  lead  a  sober  and  industrious  life. 

That  I  will  prosecute  my  work  with  diligence  and  endeavor  to  lead  such 
a  life  as  will  reflect  credit  upon  myself,  my  family  and  my  school.  I  will 
use  no  intoxicating  drinks  or  tobacco  in  any  form  for  two  years.  I  will  write 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Jackson  Training  School  once  each  month  and  give 
him  a  true  account  of  my  work  and  conduct. 

I  will  attend  religious  services  and  Sunday  School  regularly  and  live  an 
upright  Christian  life. 

I  will  return  to  the  Jackson  Training  School  and  become  a  regular  inmate 
of  same,  if  at  any  time,  my  conduct  be  such  as  to  cause  the  Superintendent 
to  demand  this  of  me.

Mentality  graded  as  follows:     Morons,  30;   imbeciles,  55;  idiots,  35. 

Two  epileptics  were  burned  severely  by  the  radiators,  and  protectors  were 
bought  at  a  cost  of  $460.90. 

The  children  show  much  general  physical  improvement  and  have  done  well 
along  such  lines  in  which  they  were  capable  of  training.  One  hundred  and 
twelve  go  to  class  two  and  one-half  hours  daily,  the  rest  of  the  time  being 
divided  into  periods  of  manual  and  industrial  work,  rest  and  recreation.  Only 
eight  pupils  are  not  in  school,  these  being  of  very  low  grade  mentally.  They 
spend  the  day  in  industrial  work  with  periods  of  recreation. 

In  the  outdoor  class  are  the  idiots  and  imbeciles  of  the  mental  age  of  from 
two  to  five  and  one-half  years.  They  do  number  work  with  blocks;  paper  cut- 
ting, folding,  coloring  and  pasting;  bead  stringing;  work  which  they  thor- 
oughly enjoy.  The  girls  do  plain  sewing  and  crocheting.  All  sorts  of  simple 
amusements  are  introduced  in  their  play,  finger  movements,  marches  and 
drills,  teaching  the  child  the  use  of  the  hand,  eye  and  brain. 

The  kindergarten  class  learns  weaving  in  paper,  use  of  peg  boards,  simple 
number  work  and  spelling,  sewing  by  use  of  sewing  cards.  The  primary  class 
have  primer  reading,  using  Aldine  charts;  the  children  dramatize  the  story  as 
they  read;  writing  in  simple  form,  paper  folding  and  cutting,  following 
models  from  the  story  told  by  the  teacher.  They  enjoy  the  work.  These  are 
of  the  imbecile  class. 

The  first  to  the  fifth  grades  are  taught  writing,  drawing,  spelling,  reading, 
history  and  arithmetic.  Poems  and  Bible  selections.  Five  girls  take  piano 
lessons;  seven  girls  take  vocal  lessons,  and  thirteen  children  take  special 
chorus  work.  All  the  children  are  taught  to  sing  in  concert  and  to  repeat 
Bible  selections,  etc.     Smaller  children  are  taught  finger  plays  and  dramatiza- 
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tion  of  songs;  songs  with  marches,  rhythms,  drills  of  all  sorts.  In  fancy 
work  sixteen  girls  of  the  best  grade  are  doing  excellent  fancy  work  and 
sewing. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  new  dormitory  for  girls,  authorized  by  the  last  Legislature  has  been 
completed  with  the  exception  of  the  furnishing  and  setting  and  connecting 
the  radiators.  We  have  graded  and  constructed  a  road  and  sidewalks  from 
the  buildings  to  the  Central  Highway  (five-eights  of  a  mile),  planted  125 
pecan  trees  and  fifty  oaks  along  the  roadway,  erected  an  electric  light  sys- 
tem, lighting  the  road  and  ground,  barn,  etc.  We  had  considerable  trouble 
and  expense  to  get  a  satisfactory  water  supply,  but  finally  succeeded. 

There  was  no  provision  made  by  appropriation  for  equipment  for  the  farm, 
and  it  was  necessary  to  purchase  stanchions  for  the  dairy  barn,  erect  an  im- 
plement and  mule  shed,  corn  crib,  warehouse,  blacksmith  shop  and  carpenter 
shop  combined,  a  house  for  kindergarten  and  wood-carving,  which  latter  we 
were  compelled  to  take  for  the  laundryman,  farmer  and  dairyman.  Also  a 
smokehouse,  tool-house,  wood-shed,  barn  for  superintendent,  residence  and 
barn  for  the  engineer. 

THE    FARM. 

Much  clearing  up  has  been  done  on  the  farm;  the  tearing  down  of  old 
buildings,  removal  of  stable,  office,  etc.,  surrounding  the  superintendent's 
house.  Stock  and  poultry  have  been  added.  Vegetables,  berries,  corn  and 
hay  were  raised. 

FINANCIAL   STATEMENT. 

Appropriation  for  maintenance,  $30,000  for  1915  and  $40,000  for  1916.  Special 
$14,000  for  a  dormitory  for  girls,  $2,500  for  reinforcing  present  foundation. 
There  is  a  deficit  of  $10,189.47  for  this  year,  but  the  amount  for  1916  being 
larger  than  for  the  present  year  and  the  expenditures  having  been  for  im- 
provements that  will  help  to  reduce  expenses,  it  is  thought  that  the  products 
of  the  farm,  etc.,  will  materially  reduce  the  account.  It  may  be  necessary 
to  delay  the  admission  of  pupils  to  the  new  building.  Permanent  improve- 
ments, $18,578.21;  maintenance,  including  farm  implements,  live  stock,  office 
supplies,  etc.,  $34,323.17;  total,  $52,901.38.

A  child  who  is  unable  to  care  for  itself  like  other 
children  on  account  of  any  physical  defect  is  not  admitted.  Six  children  are 
ir»  higher  schools.  The  general  health  has  been  excellent.  No  epidemic  or 
serious  accident.  Water  supply,  sewerage  and  fire  protection  reasonably  good. 
It  is  a  rule  of  the  institution  to  have  our  physician  examine  the  child  upon 
admission.  Eyes,  ears,  throat  and  teeth  looked  after.  There  is  an  infirmary 
for  the  sick.  Also  special  places  for  isolation  of  contagious  diseases  at  the 
hospital  and  in  the  new  Baby  Cottage.  The  children  are  carried  through 
the  tenth  grade,  after  which  they  can  enter  the  Freshman  class  at  the  State 
Normal  College.  No  business  course  outside  of  telegraphy  for  both  sexes. 
Domestic  science  for  the  girls.  Nine  children  have  been  placed  in  foster 
homes,  not  including  those  who  have  gone  to  relatives.  We  have  a  field 
worker  who  is  expected  to  visit  every  child  each  year  in  the  foster  home  until 
the  age  of  discharge.    We  keep  up  with  them  by  visitation  and  correspondence. 

The  most  notable  improvement  has  been  the  completion  of  the  new  Baby 
Cottage,  which  was  opened  in  April  and  which  enables  us  to  take  children 
under  six. 

There  are  nine  directors,  three  appointed  by  the  Governor. 

The  State  appropriates  $20,000;  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons,  $5,000  per 
annum,  and  there  are  voluntary  contributions  and  some  funds  from  the  work 
of  the  institution.

Also  four  ladies  aid  with  the  sewing 
class  each  month,  and  with  case  problems.  Brief  records  are  kept.  Number 
helped  during  the  year,  about  two  thousand.  Our  visiting  physician  made 
six  hundred  visits  with  demand  for  some  prescription  to  be  filled.  Applica- 
tions to  the  central  office  were  2,680.  Chief  causes  of  dependency  are  sick- 
ness and  desertion  of  the  bread  winner.  Our  special  work  is  finding  work 
for  the  unemployed.  We  have  need  for  legal  advice  for  the  poor  sometimes, 
and  have  been  fortunate  in  having  the  hearty  cooperation  of  some  of  the 
most  competent  lawyers  of  Asheville.  Occasionally  a  "loan  shark"  oppresses 
some  poor  person.

We  are  able  to  place  resident  applicants  on  a  self-supporting  basis  quite 
readily,  but  we  have  a  large  floating  population  of  mill  hands,  besides  hordes 
of  transients,  with  whom  it  is  impossible  to  accomplish  much  of  permanent 
value.  We  have  a  district  nurse.  Her  salary  is  $900.  We  give  material 
relief  liberally  when  we  find  it  necessary.  Our  constructive  work  is  Family 
Rehabilitation  (case  treatment),  Child  Welfare,  Health,  Homeless  Men 
(and  Vagrants),  Housing,  Legal  Aid,  Publicity,  Unemployed  and  Wife  De- 
sertion. Under  the  auspices  of  our  Health  Committee,  and  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  city,  we  are  conducting  a  free  dispensary,  open  to  both 
races  from  4  to  5  p.  m.  every  week  day.  The  visiting  nurse  assists  the  phy- 
sicians at  this  hour.  We  have  a  wood-yard  test  for  able-bodied  men  who 
prey  on  the  charitably  inclined,  claiming  to  be  unable  to  find  work.  Often 
need  legal  advice  for  the  poor.    There  is  oppression  of  them  by  "loan  sharks."

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UNITED    CHARITY    ORGANIZATION.
